Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  19 64  which  has  been  prepared  in 
accordance  with  Circular  1/65  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

During  1 964  the  duties  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  were  carried  out  by 
Dr.  F.  J.  Murray  until  Ms  retirement  in  June,  then  by  Dr.  C.  Arthur  who  is 
also  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  other  times.  I  commenced  duty  on 
1st  November  and  the  period  for  which  I  carried  out  duties  was  November  to 
December,  1 964° 

The  following  are  some  extracts  from  the  main  body  of  the  Report: 

Population:  The  population  for  the  Urban  District  in  mid  1964  was  9*940,  which 
is  an  increase  of  210  over  1 963. 

Births:  The  number  of  live  births  for  the  year  has  increased  to  184  -  an 
increase  of  10  over  1963*  TMs  gives  a  live  birth  rate  for  the  area  of  18.5 
England  and  Wales  18.4« 

Deaths :  The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  amounted  to  133  -  an  increase  of 
8  over  1963*  This  gives  a  death  rate  for  the  area  of  13°9*  England  and  Wales 
11.3.  The  number  of  children  who  died  in  1  964  under  the  age  of  one  was  4,  which 
is  a  decrease  of  3  over  1963« 


Coronary  Diseases  and  Angina:  The  total  number  of  cases  of  coroneay  disease  and 
angina  amounted  to  23 o  It  will  be  noted  that  this  is  ono  of  the  highest  causes 
of  death,  as  is  also  malignant  neoplasm  of  lung  and  bronchus  and  bronchitis. 

Motor  Accidents:  The  number  of  fatalities  was  3 • 


National  Assistance  Act:  No  action  was  taken  under  the  Act  during  the  year.

Infectious  Diseases:  The  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the 
year  amounted  to  88 „  (87  cases  of  measles  and  1  of  dysentery) .  There  were 
no  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified  during  1964c

B.  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 


Domiciliary  Nursing  and  Senegal  Practitioner?/  Services,, 

Two  District  Nurse -Midvd.ves  provide  obstetric  and  general  nursing  services 
in  the  area,  under  the  administration  of  the  County  Council  and  the  Stafford 
Area  Health  Committee.  Family  doctor  services  are  carried  out  by  five  general 
practitioners  in  the  Urban  District. 

Hospital  Services. 

When  required,  cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  admitted  to  Bucknall 
Hospital,  Stoke-on-Trent. 

Out-patients  clinics  are  held  and  in-patients  are  treated  at  the  Stafford 
General  Infirmary,  and  the  North  Staffordshire  Royal  Infirmary,  Stoke-on-Trent. 
Aged  and  chronic  sick  cases  are  accommodated  at  Trent  Hospital,  Stone,  for 
treatment  and  Part  III  accommodation. 

At  Yamfield  Hospital,  which  was  formerly  the  infectious  diseases  hospital 
for  the  District,  convalescent  cases  are  admitted  from  the  Stafford  General 
Infirmary  and  other  hospitals  in  the  region. 

School  Clinics  and  Welfare  Services. 

These  are  held  at  the  St.  Michael’s  Hall,  Stone,  and  the  Community  Centre, 
Walton,  and  administered  by  the  Staffordshire  County  Council. 

Clinics  are  held  at  the  following  times: 

Infant  Welfare  Centre,  St.  Michael's  Hall  :  Weekly  :  Thursday  afternoons 

Walton  Community  Centre  :  Weekly  :  ’Wednesday  afternoons 

School  Clinic^  St.  Michael’s  Hall  :  Fortnightly  :  Thursday  mornings. 

Programmes  of  vaccination  and  immunisation  of  children  and  adults  against 
poliomyletis,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  diptheria  and  also  smallpox  are 
carried  out  in  accordance  with  recommended  Ministry  of  Health  schedules. 

The  Staffordshire  County  Council  also  provide  specialised  clinics  where 
defects  of  speech,  vision,  and  hearing  and  allied  conditions  can  be  treated 
when  these  are  referred  follovdng  school  medical  examinations,  and  by 
general  practitioners.  Health  Visitors  and  others. 

In  view  of  the  expanding  population  of  the  District,  and  the  wide  range 
of  services  available,  together  with  the  central  position  of  the  clinic  in 
relation  to  Stone  and  the  surrounding  less  accessible  rural  areas,  construction 
of  purpose  built  premises  would  be  most  desirable. 

A  school  dental  clinic  was  held  daily  in  Stone  in  the  Kitchener 
Institute. 


Health  Visiting 


A  full  time  Health  Visitor  is  employed  by  the  County  Council  for  work  in 
the  District.  The  Health  Visitor  attends  all  the  sessions  of  school  and 
consultant  clinics,  following  up  all  cases  as  necessary  by  visits  to  the 
home,  and  also  co-operates  with  the  Public  Health  Department  in  cases  where 
bad  housing  conditions  exist. 

Tuberculosis  Services. 

A  tuberculosis  clinic  is  held  at  Stafford  General  Infirmary,  to  which 
patients  in  the  Urban  District  travel.  A  tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  is 
employed  by  the  County  Council,  operating  part  time  in  the  area,  visiting 
in  the  home  where  appropriate.

Specimens  of  milk,  water  and  sewage  effluent  samples,  together  with 
suspected  unsound  foods  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Stafford 
for  examination.  The  Laboratory  provides  an  invaluable  service  for  this 
branch  of  Public  Health  administration. 


Ambulance  Service. 

The  ambulance  service  is  provided  from  Stone  imbalance  Station  in 
conjunction  with  tire  Stafford  Ambulance  Station. 


Meals  on  Wheels. 

The  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  (Amended  Act  1962)  gave  Local  Authorities 
extended  powers  in  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  Meals  cn  ".heels  services. 
By  the  willing  efforts  of  the  W.V.S.  and  with  the  co-operation  of  Messrs.  Quickfit 
and  Quartz  Ltd.  a  Meals  on  The els  Service  is  in  operation  in  the  town,  which 
provides  about  30  people  with  5  meals  per  week  at  a  cost  per  person  of  6d.  per 
meal,  the  balance  being  provided  by  the  Urban  District  Council  and  Messrs. 
Quickfit  and  Quartz  Limited. 


The  importance  of  the  service  lies  not  only  in  the  nutritional  value  of 
the  meals  but  in  the  regular  visits  which  help  to  alleviate  loneliness  in  old 
age  and  can  give  help  when  ’this  may  be  needed.

Sewerage

During  1964  there  were  1 62  rainless  days. 

Increasing  flows  of  sewage  received  at  the  Vestb ridge  Park  Pumping 
Station,  due  to  extensive  housing  development  at  Walton  and  extensions  to 
some  factories,  are  causing  overloading  both  at  the  Pumping  Station  and 
Pirehill  Sewage  Works . 

Further  overloading  has  been  caused  by  the  Trent  River  Board  requiring 
the  raising  of  stom  overflows  in  November. 


The  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  are  preparing  a  scheme  for 
extension  of  both  the  Pumping  Station  and  Pirehill  Forks. 


The  detailed  supervision  of  aLl  drainage  works  has  been  continued  in 
connection  with  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  systems  and  also  of 
new  work. 


Pail  Closets 


There  are  4  houses  with  pail  closets  and  30  houses  with  septic  tanks 
in  the  area.  The  pail  closet  emptying  service  was  maintained. 


The  Staffordshire  Potteries  Water  Board  provide  the  water  supply  for 
the  town.  The  excellent  bacteriological  quality  has  been  maintained 
during  the  year.  33  samples  taken  by  the  Board  were  satisfactory  in  all 
respects. 


21  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis. 

2  visits  were  ma.de  to  premise^  in  connection  with  water  supply. 


Water  Supply 


New  supplies  during  1964-  -  19  private  dwellings  were  connected  to  the 
mains . 


The  improvement  in  colour  and  palatability  of  the  supply  has  been 
maintained  during  the  year  except  on  one  or  two  occasions. 


5.  Refuse  Collection. 

Regular  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  has  been  maintained 
although  the  difficulty  in  recruiting  and  keeping  staff  for  this  work  duo 
to  the  attraction  of  better  rates  of  pay  and  working  conditions  in  other 
employment  remained  during  the  year. 


The  expansion  of  the  district  and  longer  hauls  to  tipping  sites  outside 
the  district  continue  to  tax  the  efficiency  of  the  service,  especially  during 
bad  weather.  The  replacement  of  the  second  Karrier  side  loader  vehicle  by  a 
larger  compression  type  during  1964-  has  further  reduced  the  number  of  journeys 
mo.de  to  the  tips. 

Tipping  at  White  House  Farm,  Cold  Norton,  continued  during  the  year.  It 
was  hoped  that  the  long  term  sites  at  Swynnerton  would  become  available  in 
1964-  but  difficulties  with  regard  to  soil  movement  for  covering  purposes  have 
delayed  operations  at  these  tips. 


Salvage. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  waste  paper,  containers  and  rags  has  been 
maintained.  Scrap  iron  and  other  metals  are  obtained  in  small  quantities  and 
salvaged  but  metal  containers  (cans)  are  not  recovered.

Overcrowding 


All  occupants  of  houses  in  the  five  year  slum  clearance  programme 
1956  -  i960  had  already  been  rehoused  prior  to  i960.  20  housing  units 

became  vacant  during  the  year  and  these  were  re-allocated  mainly  under 
the  points  system,,  1  housing  unit  was  allocated  from  slum  clearance 
properties. 


Land  has  been  acquired  at  the  Hempbutts  and  Manor  Rise  for  rehousing 
purposes,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  erection  of  38  houses  will  commence 
early  in  1965  the  former  site. 

10.  Moveable  Dwellings. 

The  one  caravan  situated  in  the  district  is  now  unoccupied  and  is 
shortly  to  be  removed. 

Private  canal  cruising  boats  are  hired  out  for  holiday  travel  by  a 
Stone  Company.  A  number  of  pleasure  craft  now  use  the  Trent  and  Mersey 
Canal  during  the  summer.

15.  Smoke  Abatement, 

Continued  co-operation  by  local  firms  has  taken  place  during  the 

year. 

There  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  householders  having 
smokeless  central  heating  systems  installed  or  the  provision  of  gas  or 
electric  fires,  mainly  on  the  new  estates  being  built  in  the  district. 

Smoke  from  the  domestic  chimney  now  forms  the  largest  part  of  the 
atmospheric  pollution  in  the  district  and  this  is  steadily  increasing,

Visits  to  the  shops  in  the  area  for  late  closing  have  been  made. 

Inspections  of  some  shops  in  respect  of  health  and  comfort  provisions 
were  made,  A  separate  Shops  Act  Report  has  been  submitted  to  the  Council,

Returns  indicate  there  to  be  121  premises  in  the  District  affected 
by  the  Act,  Oy/ing  to  the  pressure  of  other  duties  it  has  not  been  possible 
to  carry  out  detailed  inspections  of  the  premises  concerned. 

18,  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food  Premises. 


Regular  meat  inspection  has  been  maintained  in  Hie  three  licensed 
slaughterhouses.  All  animals  are  inspected  as  soon  as  possible  after 
slaughter. 

'The  meat  produced  from  the  slaughterhouses  is  retailed  in  three 
private  butchers’  shops  situated  within  the  Urban  area,  Some  meat  is 
also  supplied  to  the  adjoining  Rural  District  area. 

The  six  remaining  butchers’  shops  receive  their  meat  supplies 
from  outside  the  district. 

The  Council’s  Slaughterhouse  Report  was  approved  by  tire  Minister 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  in  December,  i960,  and  the  three 
licensed  slaughterhouses  have  been  brought  up  to  standard.

Tuberculosis 


Only  20  lbs.  of  offal  was  found  to  b§  infected  with  tuberculosis. 

The  marked  decrease  in  the  amount  of  meat  and  offals  affected  with 
tuberculosis  has  continued  during  the  year.  In  the  case  of  cattle  the 
reduction  since  1959  has  been  from  5*1%  to  nil  and  in  the  case  of  pigs 
from  2.1  %  to  .36%. 


All  condemned  meat  and  offals  surrendered  from  the  three  slaughterhouses 
have  been  removed  for  disposal  in  accordance  with  the  Meat  (Staining  and 
Sterilization)  Regulations,  I960.

2  notices  were  served  to  implement 
the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  all  work  required 
was  satisfactorily  carried  out.  More  shops  have  installed  frozen  food 
cabinets  (display,  etc.)  and  in  general  a  good  standard  of  food  hygiene 
is  observed.
